Claims 1, 2 and 8 are rejected under 3 5 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Liu et al . (U 6387545) or JP 04-276,760 or 
JP 2000-273,056, cited by applicants or JP 62-195,667 or JP 03- 
249,759 or JP 2000-247,932, cited. 

The references disclose the claimed monoamino compounds and 
organic luminescence device containing the compound where the 
compound is of the Formula (1) where Y x and Y 2 are selected from 
unsubstituted or substituted alkyl group or aryl group or Y x and 
Y 2 are bonded together to form a ring; Xi and X 2 are 
unsubstituted or substituted aryl groups, m + n is 1 to 3; X 3 is 
hydrogen, alkyl group or heterocyclic group and Ri to R 8 are 
hydrogen or an aryl group. Note the examples of Liu et al . ; 
Examples 1-55, 70, 75 and 76 of JP 04-276760; compounds E11-E40 
of JP 2000-273056; Example 38 of page 4 and Example 54 of page 5 
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of JP 62-195667; Examples 152 to 154 on page 10 of JP 03-249759; 
and Examples 1 to 16 on pages 9 to 11 of. JP 2000-247932. 

Claims 3 to 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
